FOREWORD 



70 YEARS AGO 
TODAY 



Amor Librorum has accompanied me since I was very 
young. Returning to my native town of Turin after World 
War II, it soon developed into a specific love for numismatic 
books. I was not in fact especially pecunious and could 
begin to form a library only after my graduation from the 
Polytechnical High School for Engineering. I am an electrical 
engineer (I just received special recognition for the sixtieth 
anniversary of my graduation). 


My first purchase of a book on numismatics—a study on 
the coins of Camerino, a small community in Middle Italy 
in the Cinquecento—happened in the nineteen sixties and it 
brought me to the realization that it could become a special 
lifelong hobby. I began to cultivate foreign languages and 
also freshened up my somewhat rusty Latin. Numismatic 
literature begins—not many years after printed books—in 
the early fifteen hundreds. For me, a new vista had opened. 
My chosen profession fortuitously provided many occasions 
to travel abroad. For some thirty years, both far and near, I 
frequented libraries and “ransacked” the stock of antiquarian 
booksellers and the holdings of coin collectors. At first with 
reverent awe (I am not very good at haggling), then more 
freely, I went about forming a numismatic library, making 
acquaintances and friends everywhere, ranging from 
French bouquinistes up to former king of Italy Humbert 
the 2nd (Humbert very generously allowed me to complete 
the Corpus of Italian Coins, published over three decades 
by his father, Victor Emmanuel III). I carry with me fond 
remembrances of antiquarian booksellers and collectors 
now dead. I am consoled by the thought that collections of 
books have always existed, whereas many other collecting 
manias have been swept away with time. A lively market 
has endured and still flourishes, from Assyrian tablets or 
papyruses to, in more recent times, works printed by the 
Chinese or Gutenberg. 

I hope that this little introduction to the catalogue of my 
library will be met with favor. My friend George Frederick 
Kolbe will allow me to quote myself in the catalogue that 
follows (yes, I am the author of a synthetical work that 
summarizes the history of numismatic books: Antiquarian 
Books on Coins and 
Medals from the Fif¬ 
teenth to the Nine¬ 
teenth Century). It 
had a favorable im¬ 
pact in my country, 
also in the English- 
speaking world. To 
all who cultivate this 
ancient science, may 
it be a useful refer¬ 
ence and may it en¬ 
liven the memory of 
those who gave their 
time and toil to it.

PREFACE 


This, the first of two catalogues to offer for sale at auction the fine numismatic library formed by Dr. Ferdinando 
Bassoli, features a wealth of outstanding works. Early printed books on ancient coins and classic works on Italian 
coins and medals are the main focus, augmented by many classic seventeenth and eighteenth references on various 
European numismatic topics. A fair share of the sixteenth century incunables devoted to ancient coins were published 
in Italy, particularly in Venice. Indeed, more than a fair share of the most important and most finely produced earliest 
works on the topic were produced in this Mediterranean bibliophilic oasis. The run of works by Enea Vico present 
here is remarkable in this regard, as are the notable works of Erizzo, Agostini, Alciato, Bude, Orsini, and others that 
were printed in Italy. 

The depth of Dr. Bassoli’s works on Italian numismatics will become more apparent in the early 2009 sale of the 
second and concluding portion of the library. Here we are treated to a remarkable selection of highlights, including 
Victor Emmanuel’s Corpus Nummorum Italicorum with an original final volume from the king’s son, sets of Argelati 
and Zanetti’s grand compilations, and many other rarely offered titles. 

The last two decades have seen a marked rebirth of interest in early numismatic publications, attested by the 
many important reference works listed in the bibliography of this catalogue published during that time period. 
Dr. Bassoli’s travels and acumen resulted in the acquisition of many fine works before this renaissance. His ardor 
did not diminish when interest - and prices - increased, witness the many great works purchased from prominent 
antiquarian booksellers in recent years. 

The formation of a memorable library requires a combination of serendipity and connoiseurship, in this case 
leavened with justifiable pride in the superb early numismatic publications of Dr. Bassoli’s native land. His eye for 
quality, both in terms of content and condition, is amply displayed on the pages that follow. The estimates of value 
that are provided are tentative at best. In a number of cases they are considerably less than the amounts paid by 
Dr> Bassoli in recent years. The amounts he paid for many earlier acquisitions are, on the other hand, often but a 
fraction of current value. While some estimates may perhaps be a bit high, many more are likely too low, especially 
when condition and rarity are taken into account. And, of course, notable numismatic books from the libraries of 
- or a gift from - royalty and kings are in a category all their own. This library is the finest of its kind to appear at 
public sale in memory. It brings to mind the panoply of early printed numismatic publications appearing in the 
groundbreaking series of scholarly 1971-1988 John Drury catalogues, from which Dr. Bassoli bought liberally. 


A Note on the coin books in This Sale 

“A foolish consistency is the hobgoblin of little minds” — Ralph Waldo Emerson 

An alphabetical arrangement by author was chosen in this catalogue for a variety of reasons, among them 
the relatively small number of lots, the rather arbitrary nature of what constitutes an “Antiquarian Book” (i.e., a 
work published before 1801), and the duality of a number of works on Italian numismatics (many also qualify as 
antiquarian books). Usually, the authors of the often delightful and very rare sixteenth and seventeenth century 
merchant or government-issued guides known as coin books are unknown, and they are often listed by the name of 
their printer, publisher, or, where applicable, by the issuing country. In correspondence with Dr. Christian Dekesel— 
no little-minded man—he advocated placing the small but rather remarkable selection of early “coin books” present 
here into a separate category, else they get “lost” in the catalogue. Later works, such as the two Bonnevilles and even 
Benavens Italian Cashier, have not been included as they developed into more formalized, durable cambists of 
universal appeal. All such works, however, will be found listed together in the index under the above category.

(1517-1586) was, writes Cunnally, “probably the most learned of 
the sixteenth-century numismatic writers.”

Both Hirsch and 
Lipsius list this publication as: “In Vinegia, s. a.” The border enclosing 
the title cited above appears to be identical to a “second title” of the 
Rome, 1592 edition reproduced at the bottom right corner of page 
26 of Dekesel, though the text of the title itself is entirely different. 
In 2005, your cataloguer sold a similar copy postulating a Venice 
reprint. While the collation is identical, the title differed slightly. Dr. 
Dekesel kindly reviewed that description, alas, not in time to amend 
the description, and “came to the conclusion that it is an identical 
copy of my A 27 entry except for the title page. The fact that Hirsch 
situated it in Venice is totally unfounded. Lipsius copied him and 
so did Brunet and Delgado. As far as I have examined the books 
they are all identical except for the fact that I found two different 
title pages, Your copy is the third issue of that same edition. Check 
for the printing errors I mentioned. My conclusion is that the book 
was not printed in Venice but in Rome. It was usual in those days 
to have a special title page printed for a special client, see also my 
entry Augustin 1587 A 24.” Both of the titles depicted in Dekesel cite 
Rome, 1592 as the place and date of publication and neither the copy 
sold in 2005 nor the one offered here features any imprint. Thus, it 
appears that at least four different titles were issued for this work, 
rivaling the six shown in Dekesel for Agostini’s 1587 Dialogos.

1531, Alciato s work went through several editions, though only this one 
features the delightful woodcut border here depicted. Andrea Alciato, 
i.e., Andreas Alciatus (1492-1550), commonly known as Alciati, was a 
noted Italian jurist and author. Regarded as the founder of the French 
school of legal humanists, he wrote many works on the topic. He is 
most famous, however, for his Emblemata, first published in 1531 in 
Latin and in dozens of editions thereafter. His collection of short Latin 
epigrams written by him as a learned pastime were accompanied by a 
charming series of woodcuts, some in medallion form. These evocative 
engravings created an entire European genre, that of the emblem 
book, which attained enormous popularity throughout Europe 
and Great Britain. The work at hand appears to be his only purely 
numismatic work. It is one of a series of works on ancient coin weights 
and measures written during a period of controversy concerning the 
precedence of Bude’s landmark 1514 work on the topic and one by 
Leonardo Porzio or Portius (vide lot 237), supposedly written earlier. 
In the volume at hand, Philip Melanchthon’s name has been canceled 
in ink twice on the title. In Numismatics in the Age of Grolier, 2001, 
Jonathan Kagan wrote: “There is a clear relationship between the 
Renaissance emblem book, the Renaissance medal, and the study of 
numismatics that has only begun to be explored.”

His excellent library was described 
in 1827 by Henry George Bohn in Bibliotheca Parriana; in later 
life he passed much of his time there in the company of friends. 
His biographer, in the eleventh edition Encyclopedia Britannica , 
opines that “Dr Parr’s writings fill several volumes, but they are all 
beneath the reputation which he acquired through the variety of his 
knowledge and dogmatism of his conversation... In private life his 
model was Johnson. He succeeded in copying his uncouthness and 
pompous manner, but had neither his humour nor his real authority. 
He was famous as a writer of epitaphs and wrote inscriptions for the 
tombs of Burke, Charles Burney, Johnson, Fox and Gibbon.” Dating 
back to 1594, the Society of Writers to Her Majesty’s Signet, a private 
organization of Scottish solicitors, is the oldest legal society in the 
world. The Society maintains the Signet Library, which forms part 
of the complex that includes Parliament House, Edinburgh. Seconds 
from the library, including a number of exceptional numismatic 
works, have been deaccessioned over the last several decades, inclu¬ 
ding a 1978 sale of 3,000 volumes.

Clas-Ove Strandberg, in The Queen Lovisa Ulrika Collection of Nu¬ 
mismatic Literature, Stockholm, 2001, appears to have neatly solved 
the conundrum (thanks are due David F. Fanning for pointing 
out the citation). In the footnote following a description of Count 
Carl Gustaf Tessin’s copy of this work, Strandberg writes: “Nicolas 
Godonnesche (16??-1761) was a prominent engraver, connected to 
the influential French Royal Coin Cabinet. He published satirical 
illustrations against the state and for this was rewarded with a stay 
in the Bastille as well as losing his employment. In 1727 Godon¬ 
nesche published the first edition of the above-mentioned work 
which contained 34 plates. It is assumed that on being released at 
his majesty’s pleasure he continued to publish his work under the 
pseudonym of G. R. Fleurimont. The above-mentioned fifth edition 
(?), comprising the years 1715-1748 contains 78 plates.” Indeed, the 
name Fleurimont itself adds credence to Strandberg’s explanation, 
conjuring a vision one might cherish while imprisoned.

coins of the city of their birth by the brothers Gnecchi, Francesco 
(1847-1919), and Ercole (1850-1932), both highly accomplished 
numismatists. The siblings collaborated on both this work and 
their Italian numismatic bibliography but Francesco’s important 
numismatic works far outnumber those of his brother; he perhaps 
remains most famous for his celebrated IMedaglioni Romani. Ercole’s 
fame—nay, infamy—lies in his remarkable collection of Italian coins 
and the venue he chose to disperse it. The story is recounted in Alfred 
Szego’s article in the September 1990 issue of The Asylum entitled 
“The Mystery of Ercole Gnecchi.” Szego wrote that Ercole feared King 
Victor Emmanuel might employ his royal prerogatives to transfer 
the collection into his cabinet. Ercole approached Leo Flamburger 
in Germany and the “collection was packed into steamer trunks and 
shipped via stagecoach, disguised as a traveller’s baggage.” Expertly 
catalogued, the collection was sold in three segments in Hamburg, 
1901-1903. Grierson terms it “Le plus grande collection privee de 
monnaies italiennes” and the sale catalogues stood as the standard 
reference work on Italian coins until superseded by the King’s own 
corpus. At the sale, Victor Emmanuel bought heavily, “Ercole, though, 
achieved immortality at a price. He was convicted in the Italian courts 
of exporting Italian coins without a permit... Ercole had incurred 
the enmity of Italian numismatists... his name disappeared from 
the membership list of the Italian Numismatic Society, and... His 
obituary rated only one page in only one periodical.

It 
is overrun with illustrations of coins that are invented, showing, for 
example, coins of the Seven Kings of Rome, or coins bearing fake 
inscriptions, the naive intention being to ‘fill in’ historical blanks. All 
the same, the writers and illustrators of the following two centuries 
would not have been able to do without him. At the end of the 
eighteenth century, the great numismatist Eckhel put the works of 
this cornerstone author of the sixteenth century — a man who so 
profoundly influenced the work of his scholarly contemporaries and 
successors — under strict examination. He had no qualms about 
illustrating several of Goltz’s imaginary engravings in his own book, 
comparing them piece by piece with the real coin from which they 
were taken.” Babelon page 75: “Hubert Goltz contributed more than 
any of his contemporaries to the spread of interest in numismatics. 
His work on the classification and attribution of coins was vital in 
laying the foundation for a sound critical analysis.” Of the title at 
hand, Christian Dekesel writes, in Hubertus Goltzius, The Father of 
Ancient Numismatics, 1988: “His second major numismatic book, 
and at the same time his first Bruges’ work about the Roman coins of 
Julius Caesar, was published in September 1563. It is a folio edition 
with a marvelous classical and allegorical frontispiece and numerous 
coin plates.”

The first edition of Goltzius’ 
pioneering work on the coins of the Roman Republic, and only the 
second book to be printed at his private press. It was the earliest 
substantial work to organize the documentation for the early fasti 
of Rome. A noted scholar and engraver of German descent, Hubert 
Goltz (1526-1583), was also a painter and numismatist, largely 
taught in the arts by his father Rudiger, also a painter. He was a 
major influence in the early evolution of numismatics and his series 
of folio works on ancient Roman and Greek coins remained standard 
references for two centuries. Dekesel notes, in Hubertus Goltzius, The 
Father of Ancient Numismatics, 1988, that “he was granted an official 
Roman citizenship on May 7th 1567” for this work, his third, on 
Roman feasts. His first work, leones Imperatorum, was published 
in 1557 at age 31. He subsequently traveled through Germany, 
France and Italy, examining collections of antiquities to advance his 
research. Upon his return to Bruges in 1560, he sought to publish 
the great wealth of material he had accumulated. Accordingly, he set 
up a printing press in his home and supervised the execution of the 
numerous prints that were to accompany his works, often engraving 
the plates himself.” The work at hand is rarely offered and, according 
to Bassoli, it is “the most celebrated.”

The series of woodcut 
medallions of Roman and Holy Roman Emperors from Julius Caesar 
to Ferdinand I, with their ornate borders, were engraved mostly by 
Hans Weiditz. These attractive woodcuts, in white on a black ground, 
are quite similar in appearance to those found in the first illustrated 
numismatic book, Fulvio’s 1517 Illustrium imagines. Indeed, Babelon 
cites Jacob de Strada, who, perhaps a bit unfairly, “accused Huttich’s 
book of being nothing more than a copy of Andrea Fulvio and 
Mazzochi’s.”

Of 
the foregoing, only Dekesel records this anonymous edition and even 
he, in his 1991 Twelve Highlights from the Numismatic Book Collection 
in the Herzog August Bibliothek, attributes it to Ausonius, Micyllus, 
and Velius, noting that copies were difficult to locate in institutional 
libraries, “because in some of them the book was catalogued under 
ICONES or under DECIMUS MAGNUS.” First published in 1525, 
this is usually regarded as the second printed book to be substantially 
illustrated with coins and medals. The series of woodcut medallions 
depict Roman and Holy Roman Emperors. These attractive woodcuts, 
in white on a black ground, are quite similar in appearance to those 
found in the first illustrated numismatic book, Fulvio’s 1517 Illustrium 
imagines. The illustrations in this elusive later edition are quite appeal¬ 
ing, with the woodcut medallions surrounded by a series of charming 
decorative borders. The printer’s device of Crato Mylius, i.e., Krafft 
Muller (1503-1547), is evocative. The lion symbolizes strength, as 
does Sampson, depicted on the shield holding the jawbone of an 
ass. The pillar signifies fortitude. Both are allusions to the printer’s 
surname: Kraft (German) = strength; kratos (Greek) = power. The 
author, a native of Mainz and an archeologist and numismatist, was 
the first person north of the Alps to write on numismatics.

Despite 
its age, Le Pois’s work remains a “source” book, containing useful 
information not to be easily found elsewhere. The finely engraved 
plates are signed with the monogram of Pierre Woeriot, and the 
delightful portrait and woodcuts are attributed to him as well. Le Pois 
(1525-1578), was physician to Charles III, Due de Lorraine. Published 
posthumously under the supervision of the author’s brother Nicolas, 
the Discours was also dedicated to Charles. Only the 1579 edition of 
this delightfully-illustrated work was ever published, albeit in several 
issues. The example at hand features the delightful portrait of the 
author on a separate leaf and the remarkably explicit, often excised 
or mutilated, portrait of Priapus.

Orsini 
discusses 164 Roman families or gentes arranged in alphabetical 
order from Aburia to Volteia, each family illustrated by coins bearing 
the names of moneyers who were members of the gens. This well- 
organized format was adopted by later students of Republican coins 
and has remained a model for catalogues ever since. The Familae 
Romanae was one of the few Renaissance numismatic texts that 
Josef Eckhel in 1785 considered still useful to read.” An enthusiastic 
scholar and antiquarian, Orsini, or Ursini/Ursinus (1529-1600), was 
keenly interested in Roman antiquities and formed an outstanding 
library. Beginning in 1559, he became librarian to three of the 
Farnese cardinals in succession and Orsini became the center of 
classical and antiquarian interests in Rome. He was associated with 
the celebrated archeologist and numismatist Antonio Agostino in 
various ways, including the publication of Familiae Romanae, which 
is comprised of two parts, both individually written. The engraved 
coin illustrations are all the same size, regardless of actual size and 
are usually printed in blocks of six obverses and six reverses, with 
a mottled background. Babelon terms Orsini a “worthy equal” of 
Hubert Goltz, on whom he bestows high praise. Babelon also writes 
that “Orsini corresponded with [numismatic] scholars the world 
over” and notes that the work at hand was “called no less than liber 
divinus by Scaliger.” A busy man indeed, Orsini complained that, in 
his official capacity, he was often expected to entertain visitors to 
Rome “as if I were the least busy person in the world.”

formation about the leading numismatic collections of the period, 
throughout the whole of Europe.” The scarce first edition of Patin’s 
excellent introduction to numismatics. Though several estimable 
works on the topic had already flowed from his pen, it was, in a 
wider context, numismatics’ introduction to Patin. Indeed, Dekesel 
reinforces Babelon’s appraisal of this pioneering work, terming it the 
author’s “most popular book.” The copy at hand may be the first issue; 
the armorial engraving at the head of the dedication [a ii] is printed 
upside down and on a slight angle in this copy, a rather spectacular 
error suggesting a very early printing state. Additionally, on page 75 
[D ii], a new coin illustration, severus pius aug., has been pasted over 
a larger underlying numismatic engraving. Dekesel’s observation of 
two preliminary leaves signed “a v” applies here though he records an 
added leaf in the preliminaries, i.e., the frontispiece as a separate sheet, 
followed by a full signature. In this copy, the frontispiece is an integral 
part of the initial 24 page signature and the preliminaries appear to 
be complete. The origins of the Priory of St. Martin of the Fields date 
to the late eleventh century. It flourished until the time of the French 
Revolution, when many of its resident monks, on the wrong side of 
the conflict, were beheaded. By 1802, it had metamorphosed into the 
Conservative des Arts et Metiers and continues to serve as a renowned 
science museum to the present day. Among its collections is the 
original Foucault’s Pendulum. A superb, wide-ranging, appraisal of 
this fascinating numismatic author and his time, including a record 
of his many medical tracts, is provided in C. E. Dekesel’s 1990 Charles 
Patin: a Man Without a Country.

Of Patin, his time, and his 
works, Bassoli writes: “The new renaissance of numismatic publi¬ 
cations came only after 1650. It was on the whole a French renais¬ 
sance, reflecting both France’s political and cultural progression, and 
the competence of its learned men and academies in the fields of 
philology and history in the wider perspective of European culture. 
In chronological order, the first champion of this French revival is 
Charles Patin (1633-1693). He was definitely no clericus, but a doctor 
of varied interests who led such a restless life that in the end he left 
France and ended his days at Padua, where he taught surgery. His 
remarkable ability in the field in which we are interested is showcased 
not only by his successful revival of Fulvio Orsini’s sixteenth century 
work on Roman family coins ( vide lot 216) but, above all, by two 
other works. The first is his Introduction a Vhistoire par la conaissance 
des medailles (vide lot 231) of 1665, the second is a book on bronze 
Roman imperial coinage published in 1671 , Imperatorum Romanorum 
numismata ex aere mediae et minutae formae. For the first time, in this 
book, geography is clearly associated with the history of numismatics;

“From 1762 onwards, Pellerin began work on the task of publishing a 
description of his coins.

A lively invective followed, pitting 
French humanists against their Italian counterparts; neither author 
lacked supporters willing to argue that their author had the idea 
first.” Bassoli covers this fascinating controversy surrounding the 
first printed numismatic book in far greater detail in a subsequent 
chapter of Antiquarian Books on Coins and Medals entitled “A Case 
of Numismatic Plagiarism in the Sixteenth Century.” The author was 
related to Luigi da Porto, whose original story of Romeo and Juliet 
inspired Shakespeare’s masterpiece.

Elvira Clain- 
Stefanelli comments in Numismatics—An Ancient Science on the 
unreliability of coin illustrations found in numismatic works of the 
period, both in general and of Rouille in particular: “there appear, in 
addition to the drawings of real coin illustrations, imaginary portraits 
of Adam, Noah, Osiris, Agamemnon. Not only was such fiction mixed 
with fact but also the real coins themselves often were interpreted to fit 
the purposes of the author. For example, the river-god Gelas, a man¬ 
headed bull, which appears on an ancient coin from the Greek city 
of Gela in Sicily, is identified as the minotaur. Comparison with the 
actual coin reveals how the drawing was changed by addition of the 
invented legend minotavrvs. In another instance, for a coin of the 
Thracian king Lysimachus, who used the head of Alexander the Great 
on the obverse, Rouille takes the king’s name from its original Greek 
on the reverse and places it, in a Latin spelling, beside Alexander’s head 
on the face of the coin.”

Romagnesi (1785-1871), wrote widely, including numismatics in his 
oeuvre as well as an important 1830 history of the city of Orleans. 
The title at hand appears to be very rare and we have located no 
mention of it. It may be the earliest embossed coin book published 
in France and it is contemporaneous with Sir Edward Thomason’s 
Medallic Bible, featuring Enamelled Impressions, the first such work 
previously known, published without imprint in London or in 
Birmingham, circa 1830-1840. The impressions in the present work 
are generally outstanding, both in terms of relief and accuracy. Their 
being impressed on white stock, however, without any highlighting, 
makes them far less visually spectacular than their 1850s successors, 
which were generally printed in metallic tints or, in the case of 
Thomason, with a glossy finish. This may account for the scarcity of 
the work. Bemoaning the inaccuracy of engraved or lithographic coin 
illustrations and the difficulties of casts and sulphur impressions, the 
author struck on the idea of producing embossed impressions— Fac¬ 
similes —derived from actual coins, in this case, “des medailles les 
mieux conservees de MM. de Villeveque fils.”

(verso blank). In his conclusion, Dekesel observes that this work “was 
rather carelessly produced...and lacks the necessary indications for 
the binder... This resulted in a very complicated binding structure 
which was different according to each copy.” Three early ink notes 
on the front and back flyleaves provide interesting observations 
and publication dates concerning the two works bound together 
in this volume: 1) “The coins of Titus 8c Domitian with which the 
2nd work in this volume should end have been placed by mistake 
after the index in the edition of 1554 (1553)”; 2) “1 Le imagine de 
gli Imperatore 1548, 2 Omnium Caesarum imagines 1552 NB the 
lives 8c coins of the Emperors (Titus 8c Domitian) belonging to this 
second work will be found after the index in the edition of 1554 
(1553)”; and 3) “NB. Imagines 8c Numismata duorum Impp. Titi 8c 
Domitiani in altero Volumine per Librarii Ignerantiam post Indicem 
Editionis ab 1554 colligantur.” The initial work present here appears 
to be Vico’s first numismatic treatise, though some bibliographers, 
including Adams, Berghaus, and Dr. Bassoli himself, have attributed 
authorship to printer/publisher Antonio Zantani. It was the first 
numismatic book to depict reverse images of Roman imperial coins. 
The second work, despite stating edition altera on the title, is the 
first edition recorded in Dekesel’s 1997 bibliography (an Editio Prima 
mentioned in the 1991 Dekesel work cited above was apparently 
not located in the interim). Printed in Latin, this version of Vico’s 
Imagine was aimed at a wider audience outside Italy. Vico’s engraved 
titles are considered to be magnificent examples of renaissance book 
engraving and the two works at hand, and his succeeding numismatic 
titles, are generally highly regarded. John Pinkerton, often critical 
of early numismatic authors, thought well of Vico, considering his 
Discourses to be “a treatise of very considerable intelligence for that 
period.” Bassoli, in Antiquarian Books on Coins and Medals, 2001, 
also concurs (“excellently concise”), and goes on to write that “Enea 
Vico is the first numismatic writer not to have been deceived by 
contemporary forgeries. Moreover, he did not only interest himself 
in the ‘portraits’ but in the coins themselves, and also illustrated 
the reverses.” Babelon, page 79, observes that Vico’s “series of 
numismatic portraits were issued in a series of volumes which were 
immensely popular in Italy.”

Clain-Stefanelli 10186': “A 
basic reference on the Italian coinage from the Middle Ages up to 
1900.” King Victor Emmanuel III (1869-1947), began collecting coins 
as a boy and first conceived the idea for a corpus of Italian coins in 
1897 when he proposed it to the Italian Numismatic Society. The 
king freely admitted that coin collecting was the greatest passion of 
his life and his collection exceeded 100,000 coins near the end of his 
lifetime. Dating from the fall of the Roman Empire in the West to the 
Unification of Italy, it encompassed the issues of Italian mints both 
in Italy and abroad. Through his lifelong efforts and those of a series 
of talented numismatic secretaries, that great passion was recorded 
on paper: 11,144 pages of text and 679 plates, each measuring ten by 
thirteen inches in size. In sum, they comprise the most extensive and 
comprehensive work ever written on the coinage of a single country. 
Indeed, the immense importance of the coin collection is perhaps no 
less worthy of recognition than the twenty weighty tomes recording 
it. Six hundred copies of the first volume were printed and similar 
numbers of succeeding volumes were presumably issued. Volume 
20 never progressed beyond the “proof” stage however, and perhaps a 
dozen or fewer copies are extant today.

He lists thirty-two examples from the time of Pope Hadrian I (772- 
795) to that of Benedict VII (975-984), and deserves our recognition 
for interpreting the difficult inscriptions on these coins, more or less 
correctly. His ideal would have been to include at least one coin for 
every Pope in the period under consideration in his book. However, 
far from copying his contemporaries, who were describing imperial 
rather than papal coins, and who were disposed to fill in missing 
gaps in their collections with fakes or imaginary descriptions, Vignoli 
simply put blank spaces for the Popes whose coins were missing in the 
“series.” In 1738, Benedetto Fioravanti published an expanded version 
(vide lot 159) of this rarely encountered 1709 edition. The noted artist 
William Constable (1783-1861), gained a measure of fame in the 
United States by making a noteworthy trip with his brother Daniel, 
beginning in 1806, from New York to New Orleans by boat, by mule, 
and on foot; later in life he became a pioneering British daguerreotype 
photographer. During their stay in America, the Constable broth¬ 
ers also visited the exiled revolutionary Thomas Paine. Throughout 
the journey, William Constable made drawings of the spectacular 
American landscape and these sketches were later developed into 
finished watercolors which were exhibited in England.

The son of John Rushout, 1st Baron Northwick and Rebecca Bowles, 
he was a friend of Edward Gibbon, Horatio Nelson, Sir William 
Hamilton, Richard Payne Knight, and the Italian artists Antonio 
Canova, and Vicenzo Camuccini. Rushout, with Hamilton and Payne 
Knight purchased several collections of coins and other works of 
art. Manville lists several of his sales of coins, chief among them the 
December 1859 and March 1860 auctions of his notable collections 
of ancient Greek and Roman coins, sold shortly after his death.
